SAFE TO TREAT HOTBED 
AND COLDFRAME LUMBER 


A preservative used to length- 
en the life of wood has Reet 
found safe for coldframe ana 
hotbed lumber. 

Lyle Brown, API Extension 
Service Horticulturist, reveals 
that after wood has been soaked 
in pentachlorophenol and per- 
mitted to dry, no fumes harmful 
to plants will escape. 

Experiments show that leaves 
directly touching the wiid might 
be burned but there is no danger 
of this damage extending to 
other parts of the plant. 

Since pentachlorophenol of- 
fers a cheap and easy way to 
add years to the life of coldframe 
and hotbeds, Brown believes 
that many farmers will wa’ht to 
try it. E 

Farmers who saved cottonseed 
for planting the 1949 crop should 
make plans now for getting their 
seed reginned and treated. Ex- 
perimental results over a four- 
year period show that where the 
seed were reginned and treated, 
the average yield was one-fifth 
bale per acre than where fuzzy, 
untreated seed were used.
